On the last day of 1925, Mrs. 
Alzira Gaines Greene passed away 
at her home, 48 Court street, Lan- 
caster, N. Y., after an illness of less 
than twenty-four hours. Chronic 
Myocarditis was the immediate cause 
of her death. 

Funeral services were conducted 
at her late home at 2:30 p. m., Sat- 
urday, January 2, 1926, Rev. Harry 
'J. Aldrich of Kenmore, officiating. 
Burial was in the Christian ceme- 
tery at Castile, N. Y., Sunday, Jan. 
3rd, the services there being conduct- 
ed by Rev. McMichael, pastor of the 
‘Christian church of which Mrs. 
Greene was a member from. early 
womanhood. - 

Alzira R. Gaines, born on March 
2, 1837, was one of a family of six 
children of Sarah Derby, daughter 
of Jonathan Gilbert and Solomon 
Gaines, who conducted a silver smith 
business in the house now known as 
j‘The Maples.” Mrs.,Greene was a 
sister of Alamanzer Gaines, who 
founded The Castilian and who was 
proprietor of this paper for many 
years. 

On September 1, 1854, he was 
married to David E. Greene of Cas- 
tile. For a number of years’ they 
resided in Mosherville, Michigan. In 
1870 they moved to Pike, No, 
where Mr. Greene was in company 
with his two brothers, Mr. George 
A. Greene and Mr. J. Frank Greene 
in the well known woolen mills. They 
made their home in Pike until Mr. 
|Greene’s death in November, 1912,/ 
lat which time Mrs. Greene took up 
her residence in Lancaster, N. Y. — 

Music was always a prominent 
feature in this family and during the 
last’ year she has greatly enjoyed the 
iradio. Notwithstanding the fact 
that she was nearly ninety, she made 
ready each Sunday morning, seated 
in her easy chair to “listen in” to the 
sermon of Rev. Stuart Robinson of 
Lockport, N. Y. She liked him best 
for “he talked right on the Bible,” 
she would say. She was a_ kind, 
good neighbor, loved her home and | 
her family and put in the little kind-| 
nesses and loving touches which 
make “Home Sweet Home.” 

Mrs. Greene is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. J. G. Dickson of 
Lancaster, N. Y., and Mrs. E. E. 
VanNatter of Holland, N. Y.; one 
sister, Mrs. Sibyl Bixby of Buffalo;
